Ford says facility to be completed in 1983 


Your letters and parcels may 
soon have a Romulus post mark. 

In a special afternoon City Coun- 
cil session on Monday, the council. 
Mayor William Oakley, city offi- 
cials. businessmen and residents 
heard the good news during a press 
conference called by Congressman 
William Ford of Romulus. 

Congressman Ford announced 
that a badly needed new post office 
building will be constructed in 
Romulus culminating a long effort 
by Ford, who is Chairman of the 
House Post Office and Civil Service 
Committee, and the Mayor and the 
City Council. 

“This is truly a case where we all 
worked together to fulfill a long 


overdue public need,” said Ford.

County borrows $ 10 million 


Wayne County has borrowed $10 
million in a sale of tax anticipation 
notes authorized by the State Muni- 
cipal Finance Commission (MFC) 
to provide for payroll and other ex- 
penditures until Dec. 1 when new 
revenue will be available. 

The notes were sold last week to 
the National Bank of Detroit in a 
transaction which County Auditor 
Richard T Kelly called * an ex- 
pression of NBD’s value to the com- 
munity With the lowest bid from 
among six offers, NBD bought the 
notes at a 9.7 percent interest rate 
for a cost to the County of about 
$352,000 for the four-month loan 


period specified by the MFC 
When granting permission to bor- 
row three weeks ago. the MFC de- 
signated the loan period from 
September through January next 
year, and allowed a maximum 18 
percent interest rate 

The willingness of NBD to buy 
our notes at this low cost shows that 
the business community has a lot of 
faith in the assets of the County and 
its ability to repay They realize 
that, although we are short of cash, 
Wayne County has never defaulted 
or come close to bankruptcy said 
Auditor Ted Mrozowski 
The Countv needed to borrow be- 


cause of a projected $17 6 million 
deficit and a $2 million payroll each 
week. along with other financial 
obligations Originally, the County 
asked for permission to borrow $20 
million, but the MFC authorized 
only $10 million w ith the possibility 
for an additional $10 million contin- 
gent upon a revision of plans for el i 
initiating the deficit 

P:irt of the current plan calls (or 
258 layoffs over a 20-month period 
hut the MFC wants the deficit eli 
rmnated in just 14 months, not later 
than end of the next fiscal year

PCHA 

rebate? 

Don ’t count 
on it, folks 

A PCHA rebate? 

Don’t count on it. In fact, the re- 
cent furor over whether the Peo- 
ples Community Hospital Authority 
should refund part of its now con- 
troversial $22 million reserve 
monies remains as controversial as 
ever. 

Some officials and newspaper 
people have cited an Attorney 
General s opinion which, they say, 
clears the way for the hospital au- 
thority to return some of the monies 
to the hard-hit depressed areas. 

“However,” said Mayor Patrick 
Norton of Wayne, “the Attorney 
General’s opinion doesn’t even 
address itself to a refund, but to the 
.4 mills that the PCHA levies by 
law 

“Ido not know' how the people can 
be so confused and I will challenge 
anyone to find anything in the Attor- 
ney General's opinion about refund- 
ing the money,” he added. 

Although many city officials have 
their sights on the controversial $22 
million Peoples Community Hospit- 
al Authority’s reserve fund, none of 
them plan on spending their share 
in the near future. 

The confusion apparently occur- 
red when three municipal officials 
whose cities are members of the 
PCHA had urged for a resolution to 
return the reserve fund to the cities . 

The three — Dearborn Heights 
Mayor Donald Bishop, Flat Rock 
Mayor Ted Anders and Trenton 
City Councilman William Mudd- 
man — had requested a meeting 
with PCHA officials earlier this 
month to discuss a rebate of all or 
part of the PCHA’s approximately 
$22 million in reserve funds. 

No action has been taken on the 
rebate. 

In the meantime, State Repre- 
sentative Thomas J. Anderson had 
asked the Attorney General for an 
opinion on the PCHA levy. 0 4 null 
established by state law in 1945 to 
help finance the hospital authority. 

The question, as put to the Attor- 
ney General, is as follows: “Is the 
PCHA required to certify the 410 
mill levy yearly to the member 
municipalities as long as the hospit- 
al bonds are outstanding 

In his five-page response. Attor- 
ney General Frank J Kelley, re- 
plied that It is my opinion that the 
PCHA is required by the 1945 PA 47. 
paragraph 8. and the ordinance, to 
certify the 4 10 mill levy yearly to 
the members municipalities as long 
as the debt service on the bonds is 
equal to or greater than the esti- 
mated proceeds of the levy or un- 
less the debt service re.serve con- 
tains a sum sufficient to meet the 
maximum debt service on the 
bonds to become due in any two fu- 
ture fiscal years in which event the 
levy may be reduced or eliminated 
as further provided in the ordi- 
nance 


1983. 

Ford said in making the 
announcement to the Romulus City 
Council this afternoon: “I am grati- 
fied that the Postal Service has rec- 
ognized the need for a new facility 
in Romulus. I am confident that the 
new building will meet the needs of 
the residents of this area and solve 
the long-standing problems with the 
existing facility that have been 
brought to my attention by the 
Mayor, the members of the City 
Council, the business community 
and individual citizens.” 

The announcement culminated 
nearly four years of extensive work 
by residents and city officials who 
launched a petition drive for the 
Post Office Building 
With a population hovering 
around the 27,000 mark. Romulus 
doesn’t have its own postal facility 
and must rely on the postal service 
branch in neighboring Taylor. 

“It shows what people working 
together can accomplish,” said 
Mayor Oakley. “About four 
years ago we launched a peti- 
tion drive for the post office and our 
citizens worked hard to get those 
signatures on these petitions. 

“And I want to thank each and 
every one of those who circulated 
and signed those petitions because 
the bottom line is that they were the 
ones who made this a reality,” Oak- 
ley said, “Obviously, we’re happy 
that we have a man like Cong. Ford 
in Washington who looks after the 
needs of his constituents.” 

Councilman Jimmie Raspberry, 
who also spearheaded the drive for 
the Post Office, said he was “elated 
that the city finally will get the 
recognition it truly deserves.”

Kathy Hogan, a longtime resident 
and graduate of Belleville High 
School’s class of 1969, died last year 
after an eight month battle with 
acute leukemia 

Last month, at San Francisco’s 
General Hospital , where Kathy had 
worked as a nurse on the C.C.U. for 
five years, a ceremony was held to 
dedicate the coronary care unit to 
her memory. It was the first time 
that a ward or unit had been named 
in honor of a nurse. 

“It was historic in a sense,” 
savs Delores Hogan. Kathy’s 
mother and resident of Belleville, 

because most times when there’s 
a dedication in a hospital it s either - 
to a doctor or to someone that don- 
ated a lot of money. 

‘ But because Kathy had been so 
dedicated and, so I'm told, so good 
at her work, they felt it would be 
appropriate to honor her memory in 
this way . ” 

“It was the nurses, actually 
everyone in the cardiac unit that 
pushed for it,” Mrs. Hogan went on 
to say, “and of course to do some- 
thing like that in a public 
building . well, there’s a lot of red 
tape to go through. It took them 
quite a long time to get all the per- 
missions and go-aheads they 
needed — it was almost ten months 
to the day from the time she died 
until the ceremony.”

words of Delores Hogan, “ A beauti- 
ful thing to do ” 

Let me tell you how she found 
out she had leukemia. Mrs. Hogan 
said. “She was at work when she 
was diagnosed She had been skiing 
and had bruised herself, and one of 
the doctors checked on it, and found 
a lot more. Theylook a lab test that 
day and told her that afternoon at 
work They took her to U .C . Medical 
Center and started working on her 
that night. So, one morning she 
went to work as usual, and by even- 
ing had been told she had one month 
to live.” 

Kathy was told that without che- 
motherapy treatment, she would 
live one month at most. With the 
treatment, her time would be dou- 
bled. In keeping with her own be- 
liefs that terminally-ill patients 
have a right to die with dignity. 
Kathy declined chemotherapy and 
it’s side effects. “She had done a lot 
of research,” says Mrs. Hogan, 


and had made her decision by the 
time she called and told us. She had 
been a nurse long enough to know, 
and I supported her decision. As it 
turned out. she lived quite a few 
months longer than they expected 
her to anyway.” 

Kathy, who was only 31 when she 
died, had become well-known at the 
hospital and respected as a skilled 
teacher, nurse activist and advo- 
cate of patients’ rights. Yuhum Dig- 
digan. a close friend and the Head 
Nurse on the C.C.U. , recalls that 
“Kathy enjoyed life until the end. 
She had only three wishes: to hear 
Elizabeth Kubler-Ross speak on 
death and dying, go skiing for the 
last time, and spend a lot of time 
with her family. ’ ’ Kathy was able to 
fulfill all three wishes. 

Also, the Coronary Care Unit has 
established a special fund — the 
Kathleen Hogan Nurses’ Education 
Fund — to further the professional 
growth of other nurses.

The bosic design of the re- 
movoble portiol is o 
framework of metal with met- 
al dosps that grip the sup- 
porting teeth ond hold the op- 
plionce in the mouth. There is 
generally acrylic over the 
ridge areas (the orca of mis- 
sing teeth) to support the re- 
placement teeth. 

Most of the esthetic prob- 
lems with a removable partial 
have to do with the clasps or 
hooks that hold it in place. 
Patients feel that the illusion 
of noturolness is defeated by 
the hooks that immediately in- 
dicate "removable denture". 

The simplest way of over- 
coming this is to alter the de- 
sign of the partial. Retention 
ond stability may still be 
obtained with smaller, thinner 


clasps. Clasps can be further 
hidden by plocing them os far 
back on the tooth os possible. 
This is a very delicate proce- 
dure, however, because if the 
closp is reduced too much, it 
loses its function. A partial 
thot doesn't stay in the mouth 
is valueless, no matter how 
esthetic it is. However, dentis- 
try has come a long way in 
combining function with 
pleasing oppearance in the 
area of dentures.

Desperate search is on for new landfills 


(Editor’s Note: First of three arti- 
cles concerning the desperate 
search for new landfills.) 

With two of five landfill sites in 
Wayne County nearly filled and re- 
sidential rubbish piling up at the 
rate of 35.000 cubic yards each day. 
enough to fill Tiger Stadium every 
two weeks, collection may grind to 
a halt in the near future unless new 
locations are found soon 

Public confusion over Michigan 
Public Acts 641 and 64 is interfering 
with attempts by local officials to 
find appropriate landfill acreage to 
dispose of rubbish normally picked 
up from residential areas. 

Add to that confusion, licenses 
that have already been issued by 
the Michigan Department of Natu- 
ral Resources )M-DNR) under pre- 
vious Act 87 and a county Waste 
Management Plan that won't be 
completed until July. 1983 and you 
have a number of communities, 
landfill developers and public 
watchdogs heading for the solace of 
circuit court. 

It s important to educate the 
public on the variances of these 
three Public Acts,” Wayne County 
Commissioner Clarence R. Young. 


Chairman of the county’s Solid 
Waste Management Committee, 
pointed out. “or we 11 have rubbish 
and garbage up to our armpits. The 
problems affect every resident in 
Wayne County.” 

Misunderstandings became ob- 
vious during a regular meeting of 
the 13-member Wayne County Solid 
Waste Management Committee, 
Wednesday in Wayne, when Canton 
Township spokesman James Koste- 
va insisted that Canton Recycling 
Center s proposed 47-acre landfill 
site at Lilley and Michigan Ave 
conform to a local ordinance res- 
tricting height to 10 feet and when 
action on the Lyon Development 
Company ’s application for a Huron 
Township landfill was recessed 
because of its failure to submit 
proper papers to the Township s 
Zoning Board Adding to the const- 
ernation was Dr. Charles E Hunt's 
comments concerning a lawsuit in 
Sumpter Township to bar construc- 
tion of another landfill by MJW. Inc. 
under provisions of PA 641 The au- 
dience began cheering him on 
thinking that he was referring to a 
hazardous waste site in the same 
community. 


‘ In a nutshell.” Young explained. 
“PA 87 was the original state ordi- 
nance enacted to control the licens- 
ing and disposal of solid waste and 
included a proviso that community 
ordinances would determine 
whether a landfill developer qual- 
ified for a license PA 641, enacted 
in 1979 to replace PA 87, stipulates 
that a county solid waste manage- 
ment plan and its attendant ordi- 
nance supercedes any city or 
township ordinance. PA 64.” Young 
continued, “deals solely with hazar- 
dous waste material In every case, 
it is up to the M-DNR to issue 
licenses.” 

Committee members, Wednes- 
day. agreed to include the Canton 
landfill project in the proposed 
county plan (thus opening the door 
for DNR approval ) and allowing the 
Township and Canton Recycling 
time to compromise on the landfill 's 
eventual height. Another Canton 
developer, however. Waste Man- 
agement of Michigan, Inc. re- 
fuses to*abide by the Canton 
Township ordinance and has taken 
the community to court challenging 
its right to limit the Woodland 
Meadows landfill site to 10 feet. 


Canton Recycling, with an eye on 
the outcome of the court action, has 
prepared two alternate plans just in 
case. 

Landfill developers, without ex- 
ception, include plans to provide for 
future reuse of the property. “A 
classic case,” said Young, “is the 
Riverview landfill which is now a 
recreational complex complete 
with a ski slope and golf course. 
That community has even prepared 
plans to extract methane gas to 
heat nearby city buildings.” Young 
explained. 

Canton Recycling has included a 
100-foot isolation belt around its 47- 
acre site with 300 feet across the 
front for future use as industrial or 
commercial property. Kosteva, in 
addressing committee members, 
said landfill property returns about 
$750 per acre in tax revenues while 
in use and $2,400 when it’s later de- 
veloped for construction. Lyon De- 
velopment, a subsidiary of BFI, has 
offered to turn its land over to 
Huron Township for a park after it s 
filled. 

‘‘Horror stories of poisoned water 
due to hazardous waste leakage has 
made the public gun-shy,” Young 


said, “and now, at the mere men- 
tion of a landfill, residents come out 
shooting before they know the facts. 
This is hampering efforts to find 
places to deposit rubbish and gar- 
bage that these very same residents 
help to generate It s important for 
them to understand that materials 
deposited in landfill sites under PA 
641 contain no hazardous wastes 
and the property can be reused for 
recreational or industrial purposes. 
PA 641,” Young said, “also pro- 
vides for greater control over op- 
erations of sanitary landfillsiand 
should, in time, give Michigan resi- 
dents the protection they are- de- 
manding not to mention the fact 
that it allows local officials to ade- 
quately dispose of the community ’s 
waste materials.” 

The Solid Waste Management 
Committee is composed of four 
members from industry, two en- 
vironmental. one from Region J . 
SEMCOG; one from cities one 
from townships, one frOrfi thfe 
Wayne County Board of Commis- 
sioners, and three citizens at large.

first few hours of the emergency 
situation and that the Canton police 
evacuated nearly another 100 dur- 
ing the hours between 1 and 2 a m.

A construction accident routed 
more than 300 residents of West 
Point Manor Trailer Park in Canton 
Township from their homes Tues- 
day evening.

The break, 
which snapped the line in half, 
caused the natural gas to shoot 
more than 75-feet into the air “like 
an oil well,” one observer noted. 
Canton police, notified by the con- 
tractor in charge of construction, 
immediately blocked off the area 
and closed down both Michigan 
Avenue and 1-275 in an effort to 
minimize the danger of any ignition 
and subsequent explosion of the 
gas. 

Canton police Chief Jerry Cox ex- 
plained that during the first hours 
following the break, there was “a 
good probability of ignition.” He 
noted that this danger was due pri- 
marily to the atmospheric condi- 
tions which held the expelling gas 
close to the ground and prevented 
any dissipation of the concentrated 
and highly volatile fume. 

“We didn’t want engines running, 
people starting or stopping cars,” 
Cox said. “The cloud cover was 
holding the gas down and there was 
a real danger during the first few 
hours. 

“While the gas company said the 
evacuation might not be necessary, 
we felt that if there was any doubt, 
we should take the side of safety and 


labored through 
the night at the 
site of the break 


we asked the residents to leave. 

“We didn’t force anyone out, 
although we didn’t allow people to 
enter the area, nor did we allovy 
them back in once out,” he said. 

Cox explained that the majority 
of residents affected by the danger 
walked or drove out in their own 
automobiles under supervision of 
officers and went to homes of 
friends or relatives. A few were 
housed in the Canton senior citizens 
building on Michigan Avenue. 

The area was blocked off by Can- 
ton police with the assistance sever- 
al State Police units from the North- 
ville post, officers from Romulus 
and Van Buren Township and 
Wayne County Sheriff’s deputies. 


“It was an emergency operation. 
We used all our flares, and bor- 
rowed another six to 10 cases from 
other departments,” he noted. 

Both Cox and Canton Fire Chief 
Melvin Paulin were on the scene or 
at emergency headquarters at 
Township Hall from the initial acci- 
dent until the danger was finally 
cleared at 9 Wednesday morning. 

“Most repairs were made and 
nearly all the expressway ramps 
and roads open by 6 a m. Cox said, 
“but we were notified only at 9 that 
the final repairs, the lighting of fur- 
naces and hot water heaters was 
underway.” 

Cox further explained that nearly 
200 people left the area during the

On Sept. 14 the voters of the Wayne-Westland Community 
Schools spoke. They, by the democratic process, recalled four 
■members of the Board of Education. The issue in the special 
election was supposed to be the approval of a contract extension 
with the district’s teaching staff, but admittedly , pulling the yes 
lever that day more than mirrored residents’ discontent with a 
■school government they perceive as impersonal and unlistening. 

: On Dec . 7 Wayne-Westland voters will be returning to the polls 
do elect four residents to Fill the vacancies on the board, new 
members who will step into difficult times for the district. Hard 
decisions will have to be made on how to accommodate hefty 
;state school aid cuts, on what schools in the district should be 
iclosed to handle declining enrollment, on layoffs and school 
programming. 

;• Serving on the Wayne-Westland Board of Education will not be 
a picnic. It will take citizens, who have a deep concern for their 
schools, for the quality of education, to face the ire the decisions 
prebound to create. As the adage goes: “You can please some of 
the people some of the time, all of the people some of the time, 
but not all of the people all of the time.” 

There is just a scant week before nominating petitions must be 
turned into the school offices, and unlike other school elections, 
candidates will need 1 ,685 good signatures to earn a spot on the 
ballot. It will take determination, and a lot of leg work, to meet 
the Oct. 7 deadline, and it will separate the would-be candidates 
from the serious contenders. 

We urge interested school district residents to pursue a can- 
didacy in the December election, so that voters will have a 
choice. School government is no different than local, county, 
state and federal governments . It is “of the people , for the people 
and by the people.” 

At this point in the existence of the Wayne-Westland Schools, 
such a government is needed, one reflective of the entire com- 
munity, not of specific interest groups. Such a representative 
board can heal the wounds of the recall and keep the district 
moving ahead. 

We urge the residents of Wayne-Westland to get involved in 
this election. It is for their and their children's benefit and for the 
good of an excellent educational system.

Van Buren voters

The Board of Education of the Van Buren Pub- 
lic Schools would like to thank your staff for the 
recent editorial coverage of area school elec- 
tions (specifically September 8 & 9, 1982). 

As you have previously printed, on October 2, 
1982, we are asking voters to approve a two mill 
increase for the purpose of maintaining our cur- 
rent educational program level . That education- 
al level is not one that can boast about and yet we 
can, and should, have pride in providing a 
“basic education'’ for children in times of au- 
sterity. Maintaining an essential education for 
our community is the issue now (versus in the 
past, providing a “good” education for our chil- 
dren). 

Our auditors have expressed their deep con- 
cern for the insufficient financial support for 
Van Buren Schools. However, they also have 
commended us for keeping expenditures within 
3/10 of one percent of our budget. We have been 
advised that, due to the state’s financial difficul- 
ties, we could face a severe deficit situation next 
year. 

We desperately need this millage to offset that 
loss of state financial support , to provide moder- 
ate incremental raises (for additional years of 
employee service) to employees, and to meet 
rising energy and medical insurance costs pri- 
marily It should be noted that employees do not 
currently receive cost of living increases. 

It isn’t easy to convince voters they have a 


responsibility to keep schools open. Additional- 
ly, a growing majority of voters do not have 
children in school — children who are the first to 
be affected by a lack of community support. 

How do we get the message to our community 
that we will be affected locally and nationally if 
we cannot educate the children of the 80 s to lead 
us in the 21st century? 

If we cannot be as long-ranged in our vision, 
we should at least realize our property values 
will be affected in the short-range, if we cannot 
provide minimal services to our community. 

The Board of Education realizes the economic 
hardships of our community. However, if we 
wait to increase taxes until we are in a severe 
deficit, the millage amount will be higher, and it 
will be longer before we can provide a more 
complete education for our children. Therefore, 
this two mill increase is strictly a “no frill” re- 
quest. 

We hope that your staff can present the case to 
your readers in such a way that we all can have 
confidence in our community and the services 
provided for us where we live. 

We thank you for the concern the newspaper 
has shown for education, and remain confident 
that it will continue to provoke your readers to 
serious thought concerning their decisions at the 
polls.

PCHA ’s 
rebate a 
‘factoid’

First it was Milton Mack, the 
young attorney and Wayne council- 
man who has one hand on the Wayne 
County Commissioner’s seat who 
raised the question: 

“Show me where the Attorney 
General’s opinion addresses itself to 
the PCHA rebate, and I’ll buy you a 
breakfast.” 

Then the Mayor of Wayne, Patrick 
Norton, asked: “Have you read the 
Attorney General’s opinion on the 
subject?” 

And, finally I knew something had 
gone wrong when Maureen Camps, 
director of public affairs for the 
PCHA (also known as the Peoples 
Community Hospital Authority) 
marched into the offices and handed 
Frank Kelley’s opinion to me and 
said: “Show me.” 

The controversy surrounded 
whether an August 16 opinion by Kel- 
ley did, indeed, deal with PCHA re- 
funding some $22 million in reserves 
to its members. We had written an 
editorial that, since cities were hurt- 
ing, the money would be wisely used 
to shore up financial loopholes in our 
communities. 

If the editorial was truly based on a 
factoid . a published account of some- 
thing that inevitably proved wrong, 
then it was obviously our duty to cor- 
rect it. 

It was microscopically clear to me 
that some columnist in a metropoli- 
tan newspaper started the range fire 
by stating that the coast was cleared 
by the attorney general for PCHA to 
refund the $22 million. 

However, nowhere is there proof to 
substantiate that statement. A trio of 
city officials who represent their 
municipalities have placed a resolu- 
tion on the PCHA table, asking their 
colleagues for support to retake that 
money. I think “retake” is 
the right verb. After all, the monies 
were raised by assessments (0.4 
mills) levied, by law, on member 
communities. 

But back to the Attorney General’s 
opinion. The question was raised of 
him by State Rep. Thomas J. Ander- 
son: “Is the PCHA required to cer- 
tify the 4/10 mill levy to the member 
municipalities as long as the hospital 
bonds are outstanding? 

Now here’s Kelley’s conclusion to 
the question : 

”... It is my opinion, therefore, 
that the PCHA is required by 1945 PA 
47, Paragraph 8, supra, and the Ordi- 
nance to certify the 4/10 mill levy 
yearly to the member municipalities 
as long as the debt service on the 
bonds is equal to the greater than 
estimated proceeds of the levy unless 
the debt service reserve contains a 
sum sufficient to meet the maximum 
debt services on the bonds to become 
due to any two future fiscal years, in 
which event the levy may be reduced 
or eliminated as further provided in 
the Ordinance.”

•Architect C. William Brubaker, a 
school planner, figures the debt 
cbuld be canceled if the building 
were sold or leased for offices So 
far. the community can t agree on 
its future 

Stephen Palmer School in 
Needham. Mass., met kinder fate 
Declared surplus in 1975. it was 
turned over to the town for disposal 
Demolition would have cost $23,000 
IOstead. each classroom became a 
condominium The town earns over 
$15,000 annually on the developer s 
50-year lease 

Public school enrollment has plu 
rqeted as the average number of 
children per family dropped from 
3r? in 4957 to 1.8 today Some 7,000 
schools — worth about $5 6 billion — 


closed in the last decade Whereas 
most were elementaries . these days 
larger high schools and colleges are 
shutting down. 

A few communities, like 
Needham, have profited from sur- 
plus space But most are caught in 
fierce battles between neighbor- 
hoods and government agencies in- 
tensely jealous when it comes to de- 
ciding what schools to close, and 
when. 

The issue is as explosive as deseg- 
regation And some of the com- 
plaints are the same Parents feel 
threatened with loss of control over 
their children's education, dislike 
additional travel time, and suspect 
falling standards. Residents fear 
neighborhood decay 

What happens to a community 
when the school moves out 0 

A New York study found no rela- 
tionship between neighborhood de- 
cline and school closings The re- 
search suggests it is not loss of the 
school — but future use of the build- 
ing — that causes neighborhoods to 
change. 

• Vacant schools between victims 


of vandalization, deterioration, de- 
creasing market value and decay. 
Rapid disposition is critical. ’ says 
Richard S. Kirssinger of the Con- 
necticut Department of Education, 
who has seen 150 schools close re- 
cently. 

Local government officials can 
no longer afford the political in- 
fighting that has delayed reuse of 
thousands of properties Nor is con- 
flict resolved when the buildings 
are finally declared surplus Then 
officials must decide on a new use. 

Champaign County, 111 , con- 
fronted the problem of surplus 
schools in the 1970’s They estab- 
lished specific criteria for selection 
of schools to be closed They looked 
at demographic data, mainte- 
nance, and changing neighborhood 
character Planning took place in 
advance of closings, and residents 
were involved 

Baltimore County. Md has a 
Shared Space Council that reviews 
proposals for reuse It makes space 
available to community agencies 
before offering it to private 
businesses Popular projects have 
included a police station and police 


academy. 

In West Hartford. Conn . the town 
council voted to keep old Hall High 
School for municipal offices. 

A surplus school in Frederick 
County, Md has become a new 
community center. Now Emmitt- 
sburg, Md., residents receive coun- 
ty services even though they live 25 
miles from the courthouse. The 
facility holds a health clinic, teen 
center, gym. senior citizens center, 
library and social service office. 
Similarly, the Human Resources 
Development Center in Hamilton. 
Tenn , houses 40 public and private 
agencies in a school 

Private developers love old 
schools — when they can get a hold 
of them 

Montgomery County, Md will 
lease 23 buildings in two years 
Over 150 people are interested in 
them — for churches, laboratories, 
day care center private schools, 
mental health programs and nurs- 
ing homes. Annual rents will range 
from $30,000 to $200,000. 

Architects have put many old 
schools to good use A Claremont. 
Calif , school became a shopping 


center An abandoned , but architec- 
turally significant school in 
Dallas was renovated for the office 
of Sedco, Inc , an oil drilling firm. 

Since most schools are in residen- 
tial neighborhoods, they make per- 
fect apartments. Enfield, Connecti- 
cut’s Mark Twin Elementary is 
being converted to congregate 
housing for the elderly at $25 a 
square foot, far cheaper than new 
construction 

In Acton, Mass., a recently- 
closed elementary was simply 
rented to a nursing service to pro- 
vide the town some income and 
allow time to decide future use This 
is often a wise move, because birth- 
rates are not predictable. 

The dollar value of these wasted 
resources is astonishing: In New 
York, 64 schools have closed and 222 
will be closed by 1990. Conversion 
and sale have been hopelessly tied 
up in red tape ^ 

A few years ago the city nad 
250,000 square feet of excess space, 
yet spent over $1 million annually 
renting slightly less than 250.000 
square feet of private space More 




than half of the rental property was 
used for child care, recreation, 
counseling and other social ser- 
vices that could have been offered 
in schools. 

The problem is not exclusive to 
New York. Although laws and gov- 
ernment structure vary from state 
to state, most public agencies avoid 
sharing space. In some states it 
isn’t even legal 

Recently , economic necessity has 
helped some communities over- 
come the bureaucracy. Officials 
have begun to realize, as Brubaker 
explains, “Unless they cooperate, 
the public will find someone who 
can.” 

Agencies that refuse may be 
forced into it Florida has enacted a 
law that requires state and local 
government to inventory surplus 
space before new construction is 
permitted Other states are con- 
sidering similar legislation. 

“There are no economic or 
architectural problems in reusing 
old schools." Brubaker insists.

As having a business in Wayne 
and also living in Wayne, I am 
also concerned about our police 
department here in the city of 
Wayne. 

I have to personally say we 
have one of the finest police de- 
partments in the state. 

Any time we have called the 
police department they 
answered very quickly, and have 
taken care of the problem 
quickly. 

I can remember when the 
storm of July 1981 struck our 
city , the entire city was in a black 
out. It would have been a thieves 
dream here in Wayne. All the 
alarms were not working, no 
lights, no phones, just total 
black. 

But the department did their 
duty for six days with only one 
large incident and the thieves 
were apprehended. There could 
have been lopting, breaking and 
enterings, but with patrols 
watching constantly it did not 
happen. I think they did a super 
job . If one could just drive down a 
sidestreet at 3 a.m. t I am sure 
you would understand how im- 
possible it is to see in someone’s 
backyard, especially around a 
garage. 

Did the letterwriter tell the 
officer about the cars next do6r 


or about the house being empty 
and you thought that they might 
be in the house? 

As for the officer who re- 
sponded at 2 : 30 a . m . , I am sure if 
there was sufficient evidence of 
forced entry he would have 
checked your entire yard and 
cars. 

He probably left promptly to 
check the area to see if they were 
still in your neighborhood. The 
time span between 2:30 a m. and 
6:10 a m. is over V/i hours. It is 
possible that somebody did re- 
turn and sleep in your car? Was 
the car door locked ? Do you have 
any kind of yard lights that go on 
at dusk and off at dawn? These 
would be a big deterent or crime 
if everybody used these and it 
only costs about 15 cents a day to 
operate. 

With the high rate of unem- 
ployment there is going to be a 
higher theft rate. I would not 
criticize the police department 
because it was not their fault the 
theft occurred. 

We are one of the fortunate 
cities to have a full force. Cities 
around us like Canton and Inks- 
ter, and even the Wayne County 
road patrol have laid off or are 
short handed because of budget 
cuts or lack of money. 

I would have to say being a pat- 
rolman is not an easy job. There 
is much more to it than writing 
tickets. With family problems, 
accidents, fights, and regular 
patrol of streets, it s very diffi- 
cult to be every place at one time . 

With a population over 20,000 


people within the city, not count- 
ing all the traffic that goes 
through the city it has to be a 
very hard job 

The officers in Wayne are very 
dedicated and every patrolman 
should receive a medal of valor. 

I’m sure each and every one 
does risk his life each and every 
day for the people of Wayne. 

Now, I would like to express 
my appreciation to the Wayne 
police department for their 
above and beyond efforts in pat- 
rolling the city. They are officers 
both the department and the city 
of Wayne can be proud of. This is 
one way we convey our gratitude 
to them.

memory. 

I remember myself as a won- 
drous young thing, racing 
through a rosebud of life, 
reaching out for rainbows and 
never feeling the rain. 

As I meet these loved ones of 
my youth I hear myself saying 
over and over again, “I don’t re- 
remember that.” And they all 
chorus, “Oh Joyce, you HAVE to 
remember that.” 

I remember being joyously in 
love with someone all of my 
growing up years. My sister re- 
member me being in desperate 
anguish over lost loves during 
those years. 

“I wasn’t despairing,” I say. 

“Oh, Joyce,” my sisters will 
say. “Don’t you remember 
throwing yourself over the bed 
and sobbing your heart out when 
you broke up with (whoever it 


was I was in love with). 

“I wasn’t in despair,” I retort. 
“I was suffering. I loved to suf- 
fer. I wasn’t happy unless I was 
suffering.” 

“Oh Joyce,’ they will say and 
give each other that look that 
means you have gotten a bit soft 
in the head and can’t remember 
much. 

Suffering over a lost love was a 
beautiful experience.

The problem with memory is 
that we are all different and we 
experience things differently.

makes us happy. 

Each time we tell a story of the 
past we embellish it a bit by the 
personalities with whom we are 
talking. We also change the 
actual memory around to help 
us. If we cannot bear to think of 
the hurt a certain memory holds 
for us, we tend to create a cover- 
ing for it, to ease the hurt and 
make it more acceptable to our 
psyche’s. What we are doing, of 
course, is proving that human 
memory is selective, and both 
perception and memory are 
affected by personality, motiva- 
tion, emotion, environment, 
background and all kinds of 
other things. 

Most of the time we really 
don’t need perfect recall . and sci- 
entists are now saying that per- 
fect recall is exactly what we 
don’t have. And even more appa- 
rent is the fact that each time we 
recall a memory it is subject to 
change, depending on who we 
are talking to, or the environ- 
ment we are in. or whether we 
have just coated over some pain- 
ful memories.

The appeal of the ‘30’s’ 


A group called Cadwell Davis 
Partners - Advertising con- 
ducted a telephone survey a 
while back and asked people of 
varying ages what age they 
actually felt Almost without ex- 
ception, those people middle- 
aged and beyond said they felt 30 
to 36 years old They also found 
that people under age 30 tended 
to feel older than they actually 
were. 

“The 30s seem to have an eter- 
nal appeal.” the surveyors said 

If those same people had called 
me , I would have said , off the top 
of my head, I feel the age I am 
But as I think about it more, I 
realize that I do feel, at age 45, 
the same as I did at age 30. 

No doubt about it. age 30. for 
me. was the turning point. Not 
that I’ve never felt traumatized 
by other birthdays. I have I suf- 
fered through 39 worse than I did 
through any other year That 
was because I thought it was ex- 
pected of me to Hip over 40 But 
when I turned 40. nothing hap- 
pened I felt the same as I did the 


day before, when I was still 39. In 
fact, I felt the same as I did when 
I turned 30. 

Which is to say that when I * 
turned 30, I felt different from 
the day before, when I was 29. 

When I was 29 I thought youth 
was still on my side I was still 
“in my 20s” When I look at it 
now , from the vantage point of an 
additional 15 years, I realize that 
turning 30 should have been done 
with a sigh of relief 

Once you get past 30. there are 
no hurdles to jump anymore 
You've served your appren- 
ticeship and you’re on your way 
to becoming a bona fide adult. 

What everybody knows — 
young and old — but nobody can 
seem to accept, is that regardless 
of what’s on paper, you’re still a 
kid when you’re in your 20s But 
you’re a kid in an adult s body, 
and the tough part is that for 24 
hours out of every day you have 
to work at being a kid among the 
kids' and an adult among the 
adults It’s schizophrenia time, 
and it’s a relief when it ’s over by 
the time you’re 30. That sort of 


thing would be murder to have to 
sustain over a lifetime. 

So it would seem silly for a 60- 
year-old — or even a forty-year- 
old — to say that he or she would 
want to be 20 again For one 
thing, nobody would ever believe 
it Nobody in their right minds 
would want to be 20 again 

We do a terrible thing to our 
young people, telling them they 
are adults at age 18. Nobody 
knows better than they that no- 
thing could be further from the 
truth It’s possibly why they 
work so hard at staying kids — 
and so often do kid-like things 
that we adults consider irres- 
ponsible” 

At one time there might have 
been good reason to become an 
adult at 18 Or even at 14 or 15 
When the life expectancy was 
only 40 or 50. you couldn’t afford 
the luxury of sitting around being 
a kid 

But now that more and more 
people are still enjoying life at 70 
and 80. the urgency attached to 
being an adult is no longer there 

Nonetheless, we cling to tradi- 
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Also you did not state how long 
you have been associated with 4- 
H. I have been a working volun- 
teer 4-H Leader in horses project 
17 years. Also was Dorm Mother 
for 5 years. 

I also served as Parade Chair- 
man for 12 years. Therefore as 
you can see I have been around 
for a while. 

Over the years, I have seen the 
Van Buren Township Police De- 
partment do only good work In 
years past and more recent ones, 
I have seen young 4-H members 
being gullible and losing money 
their parents had given them to 
purchase their meals for the 
week.

Van Buren Schools has the 
type of cancer which attacks 
small, but vital organs and kills-, 
both the ability and will to live 
over a long period of time. 

Van’s immediate family has 
taken him to Dr. General Public 
a number of times now. Dr. 
General Public seems to recog- 
nize that Van is in worse shape 
than a w'hile back, but he ]uzt 
shrugs and says, “Don’t worry, it 
could be quite some time before 
Van dies. I realize he is suffering, 
and just isn’t what he used to be. 
but he should be grateful that he 
is still alive. I have a number of 
other problems which are more 
pressing rught nou\ but. if Van 
every gets to the point that there 
is absolutely no hope, rush him 
right into the emergency room 
and I promise to do just enough 
to keep him alive.” 

What makes this so depressing 
is that Van has such a large fami- 
ly. There are so many children, 
grandchildren and great- 
grandchildren who have come 
from Van that it would be im- 
possible to count them all. Many 
of these offspring, even though 
they live nearby, have turned 
their backs on Van in his hour of 
need. 

The immediate family knows 
that only a miracle can save Van . 

A specialist from Lansing has 
been called in to look at Van’s 
case. Dr. State of Michigan, just 
as Dr. General Public, says that 
the cancer may well be terminal. 
Dr. Michigan says that he really 
has his hands full and that we 
definitely should not look for any 
miracles from him. Dr. Michi- 
gan says his own life is in a mess 
right now too, and if there is only 
enough medicine for a few, he 
must take care of those close to 
him first. 

Up until now the close family of 
Van has been able to provide 
enough money to keep Van alive, 
however, he is dying a slow ago- 
nizing death. The cancer has 
been attacking his vital organs 
one by one. His six hour day is 
completely gone, his aecredida- 
tion is in immediate jeopardy, 
his band program is a mere 
skeleton of it’s prior self, the 
sports program has been kept 
alive by transfusions but it may 
not work for much longer. Van’s 
whole body is being constantly 
attacked by this cancer and all 
the immediate family can do is 
try to keep him alive and the 
funds they have available. Even 
this may end soon unless Dr. 
Michigan relents in the near fu- 
ture and starts distributing his 
valuable medicine soon. 

Van’s family is holding a fund 
raiser on October 2. 1982 at the 
local Elementary and High 
Schools in an attempt to raise 
enough money to keep Van alive 
and functioning just a little lon- 
ger in hopes that Dr Michigan 
might come through with a mira- 
cle or that Van’s very large fami- 
ly might get behind the cause and 
provide enough money for the 
necessary operations and trans- 
plants to keep Van Alive and ac- 
tive for at least aw'hile 

Some of his family w ant to just 
take away all of the medicine and 
pull the plug, thereby letting Van 
die 

It is a sad case. I hope Van’s 
family and all other interested 
persons show' up at the fund rais- 
er to show him that they truly 
feel he is a vital part of this com- 
munity. and to show him some 
respect for all he has contributed 
to the people of this community 
overall these years Somethings 
are just too important and pre- 
cious to let them go without a 
fight, and Van Buren School sys- 
tem is one of them

Landlord worries about tenant

Dear Mr. Walters: 

I have decided to rent my home to a young 
couple. If trouble should develop, for what 
reasons can I have them evicted? 

Concerned Landlord 
Dear Concerned Landlord : 

You may recover possession of the premises 
for non-payment of rent due under the lease 
agreement. This is achieved by serving the 
tenants with a seven day notice to quit. They 
then have seven days to pay or move out. 

For safe driving 


You may also recover possession after ter- 
mination of the lease pursuant to such power in 
the lease and the tenant remains in possession 

Also, when the tenant wilfully or negligently 
causes a serious and continuing health hazard to 
exist on the premises or causes damage to the 
property and refuses to relinquish possession or 
repair the premises. 

Other reasons are available depending on the 
circumstances. 

Remember, you can't gain possession if your 
primary motive is a penalty for the tenant’s 
attempt to secure or enforce rights under the 
lease or under the laws of this state, a gov- 
ernmental subdivision of this state, or of the 
United States. 

You also are not entitled to possession if your 
motive is primarily as a penalty for the tenant’s 
complaint to a governmental authority that you, 
the landlord, violated a health or safety code or 
ordinance.

One spring when a Fishing buddy 
was preparing his boat for the 
Fishing season, the First thing on his 
list was to take the outboard motor 
in for a tuneup. 

But when the mechanic checked 
it over, he gave my buddy some bad 
news. He found that the whole lower 
unit had to be replaced, the valves 
needed to be reground, and a new 
carburetor was required, in addi- 
tion to the tuneup. He ended up 
paying ten times more than he ex- 
pected to pay. 

Why was all this necessary? The 
mechanic’s answer was that my 
hapless buddy did not winterize his 
outboard motor. 

You can bet he'll do it this year. 
And if your outboard motor is too 
big and heavy to remove from your 
boat and stash in your basement, 
you, too, better follow' these steps: 

First, submerge the prop in water 
(the experts use a flush plate, but an 
oil drum or a trash can will work). 
Start the motor and spray rust pre- 
venting oil directly into the car- 
buretor until it stalls. This will 
lubricate and protect all internal 
working parts. 

Also, remove the spark plugs and 


spray the oil into the openings, then 
replace the plugs. This will coat the 
cylinder walls and keep them from 
rusting or becoming ruined from 
freezing. 

Restart the motor and run it for a 
few minutes to circulate the oil. 
Then disconnect the fuel line from 
the motor and let it run out of gas. 
Empty the fuel tank. 

Then drain the lower unit. This is 
the part of the motor that hangs 
down the back of your boat and has 
a propeller on the bottom. The low- 
er unit is full of grease, but it’s 
possible that water has seeped in 
and will freeze and cause problems 
if it is allowed to remain over the 
winter months. When you’re sure 
all the water and old grease is out, 
refill it with fresh grease. 

This entire process can be com- 
pleted in an hour or so, and you can 
rest assured your motor will be in 
top shape when you get it ready next 
spring. 

The boat trailer should also be 
prepared for the long winter. In- 
spect your trailer thoroughly. Test 
each nut and bolt with a wrench to 
see if it has loosened Sometimes 
bolts enlongate their holes and such 
a test will detect this problem. If

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what's that sound?

BRUCE SPRINGSTEEN 
"Nebraska” 
(Columbia) 

The cover photo is a view out of 
the front window of a car as it 
rambles down a bleak, desolate 
piece of highway, as threatening 
clouds billow overhead, just 
adding to the barren sense of 
gloom that seems unavoidable 
and unending. 

This, photo is, in essence, 
"Nebraska,” the album. The 
latest chapter in the legacy of 
Bruce Springsteen, and his first 
solo effort. 

Word has it that Springsteen 
surprised everyone one day by 
delivering "Nebraska” to his re- 
cord company. They were ex- 
pecting the next LP from Bruce 
and the E. Street Band, which 
was being recorded and mixed 
by the band (it’s new release 
date is the first of the year,) but 
what they received was an 
album recorded by Springsteen 
alone on a four-track recorder, 
featuring only his voice, his 
acoustic guitar, and his harmo- 
nica. 

And it’s his emotive singing, 
coupled with the sparse sound of 
the four-track and the nature of 
the songs that make ‘ ‘Nebraska ’ ’ 
the most depressing album I’ve 
ever heard. 

Depressing not because it’s 
bad — far from it, it’s a brilliant 
piece of work — but because it’s 
meant to be. The view from these 
songs is the same view as we get 
on the cover: dark, gloomy, and 
never-ending — there’s no relief 
in sight. Except maybe in The 
ultimate end — death. 

The title cut is the story of a 
man who picks up a girl rider, 
and together fhey kill 10 people. 
"From the town of Lincoln, Neb- 
raska, with a sawed-off .410 on 
my lap/Through to the badlands 
of Wyoming I killed everything 
in my path.” It continues: 

“I can 'tsay that I'm sorry for the 
things that we done At least for a 
little while sir, me and her we 
had us some fun. " 

The story ends with a rather 
disturbing statement, one that 
implies that no one is really inno- 
cent, that it’s all a matter of de- 
gree : * They wanted to know why 
I did what I did/Well sir, I guess 
there’s just a meanness in this 
world.” 

Most of the other songs are in 
this same vein ; that of the Amer- 
ican Dream as something so far 
out of reach that it’s not even a 
dream anymore, it’s something 
that’s just not real. 

For example, in "Atlantic 
City,” the protagonist finds his 
only hope in the line "Maybe ev- 
erything that dies someday com- 
es back.” In "Highway Patrol- 
man,” the policeman chases his 
brother in a high-speed chase 
only to give up at the state line, 
saying that “I catch him when 
he’s strayin’, like any brother 


would/Man turns his back on his 
family, well he just ain't no 
good.” 

On the other side of the coin. 
"Used Cars” does show a glim- 
mer of hope, because despite 
lines like "My Dad he sweats the 
same job from mornin' to morn/ 
Me I walk home on the same dir- 
ty streets where I was born,' he 
comes through with "Now mis- 
ter the day the lottery I win I ain't 
never gonna ride in no used car 
again. ” Even the longshot stands 
out here. 

"Open All Night” is an upbeat 
song, done with more than a 
touch of rockabilly-style echo 
layered in, which is utterly irres- 
istible. Sure, it’s a sad song, too, 
in a way, but Springsteen’s emo- 
tive vocal tells you that he’s gon- 
na do OK, just like the line 
"Tramps like us, baby we were 
born to run” did. 

The closing number is titled 
"Reason To Believe,” and it 
attempts to give some faith for 
the future, but fails to do so with 
it’s almost chillingly realistic 
(i.e.-ugly) pictoral quality. 
"Seen a man standin ’ over a 
dead dog lyin ’ by the highway in 
a ditch He’s lookin' down kinda 
puzzled, pokin’ that dog with a 
stick Got his car door flung open, 
he's standin’ out on Highway 31 
Like if he stood there long enough 
That dog’d get up and run 
Struck me kinda funny, seems 
kinda funny to me Still at the end 
of every hard day people find 
some reason to believe. 

So, what we are rewarded with 
at the end of this ride through 
"Nebraska,” is to be told that 
even our beliefs are false. Geez? 
This guy could brighten up a par- 
ty just by leaving it. 

This is a very easy album to 
admire, but a rather hard one to 
like all that much. But what the 
heck. ..buy it, play it, and get ex- 
quisitely depressed. Praise The 

Boss and pass the razor blades ! 
*** 

THE LORDS OF THE NEW 
CHURCH 
(I.R.S.) 

You may remember the Dead 
Boys as one of America’s pre- 
mier punk bands of some years 
ago. Then again, you may re- 
member them as something 
you’d like to forget. 

Stiv Bator, their vocalist, was 
a would-be Iggy Pop clone, right 
down to the self-abuse and ability 
to incite any audience to vio- 
lence. The Dead Boys final show 
at Ann Arbor’s Second Chance 
ended a bit prematurely with a 
riot of sorts, ignited when some- 
one hit the guitarist with a bottle. 
Hey, sounds like fun, eh? 

Well, it wasn’t really fun, but it 
sure was dangerous, primarily 
because of Bator. And now he’s 
back, teamed up with ex- 
Damned guitarist Brian James 
and a new band called The Lords 
Of The New Church. 

Surprise, surprise. This isn’t

But bet of all may be "Li’l Boys 
Play With Dolls,” the ultimate 
tribute to one of the all-time 
great bands, the New York Dolls. 


No less than 19 song titles are 
mentioned in the song, which 
takes it’s chord Johnny Thun- 
der's version of "Pipeline, with 
enough "Thunderisms” through- 
out to recall half of the Dolls’ first 
album. Right down to David 
Johansen’s "What is da mattah 
wit cho?'\ they’re on the money. 

It’s not an earth-shattering re- 
cord by any means, but it'll sure 
be fun to play at parties. It’ll get 
rid of the Styx-Kansas-Journey 
people quicker that you can say

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Winterize your boat for winter 


(Continued from Page B-l) 
you discover this has happened, a 
visit to a welding shop may be in 

order. 

Check the rubber rollers for 
smooth rotation. If they are hard to 
turn or are stuck, free them up now 
so they don’t get worse during the 
storage period. Use rubber lub- 
ricant available at all auto supply 


stores. 

Some boat owners like to raise the 
keel of their boats off the keel rol- 
lers with blocks of wood. This pre- 
vents the weight of the boat from 
flattening the rollers while it’s in 
storage. 

Inspect the wheel bearings for 
adequate lubrication and signs of 
water. If you find any trace of wa- 


ter, clean the bearings and check 
any bright surfaces for signs of rust 
pitting. If all is well, regrease and 
put it back together. 

It may also be a good idea to block 
up the trailer axle to relieve the 
tires of the weight of the trailer and 
boat. Some fishermen remove the 
wheels and store them in a cool, 
dark place to prolong tire life 


See if there's any water inside the 
tail lights If there is, get it out now. 
The lamp sockets will corrode if the 
water is left over the winter. 

If you take your boat and trailer 
out of the garage during the winter 
( maybe to go on a fishing trip down 
South), apply sealing compound 
where the wires enter the trailer 
lights to keep winter road salt from 


getting in and corroding the wire 
connections. 

Of course, the entire winterizing 
process should be repeated before 
returning home 

Don’t forget the boat itself If it 
has a flat floor, take pains to sponge 
out any and all water under the 
floor This is especially important if 
your boat is made of aluminum 


Water freezing in the hull can easily 
pop rivets and cause leaks 
Remember, the fishermen who 
get out on the water earliest each 
spring are usually the ones who did 
the best job of preparing their rigs 
for winter storage. And you may 
save a lot of money, too 
My buddy found this out the hard 
way
